REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record specifically Shinohara (Pub. No.: US 20030137577) fails to suggest or 

disclose the collective features of the invention such as: "control means which, in a case where 
length of the printing medium along the transport path is less than overall length along which the 
plurality of image forming units are disposed, is for assigning data processing units commonly to 
one image forming unit and outputting image data, which has been generated by said data 
processing units, to the corresponding image forming units via said data transfer units". These 
features along with the rest of the limitations of the claims renders claims 1-18 allowable.
